He was refer¬ 
ring to his recent request that appointments of com¬ 
missioners be limited to two consecutive terms. 


Police seek return of 
nitrous oxide cylinder 

A tank of nitrous oxide, stolen Monday 
emtning from a dentist’s office in the 100 block 
of Sierra Madre.would be fatal if inhaled in 
a confined area or through a mask, said Sierra 
Madre Police Agent John Cordische, Tuesday 
evening. 

The nitrous oxide is used as an anes¬ 
thetic by the dentist. 

The police are more interested in getting 
the tank back than in arresting someone, 
Cordischi stated, “because of the extreme dan¬ 
ger of the nitrous oxide. We just want to get 
it off the streets.” 

Cordischi described the container as “a 
foot in diameter and five or six feet tall.” 

He said the tank is blue with a blue hose. 
There is a white sticker on the collar that identi¬ 
fies it as “Lot. #LAG 279X.” 

Again, the police urge anyone who has 
seen the container to notify them at 355-1414. 


“There is a relatively low turnover on com¬ 
missions. This is a direct result of not having a term 
of office limitation under the present appointive 
system,” Bartolai continued. 

“There is no way to gracefully request that a 
commissioner leave office at the completion of a 
term without offending that person with the indirect 
implication that maybe something has been wrong 
with his/her performance or that there is someone 
better suited for the job.” 

Bartolai noted that changes in the composition 
of the City Council “has its own way to directly 
affect changes in the desires of the residents of Uie 
community since the council approves appointments 
to commissions and committees. 

“They should not be hamstrung by having to 
live with appointees who may have come from coun¬ 
cils years ago.” 

Bartolai went on, “Limitation of two consecu¬ 
tive terms with a two-year break would then permit 
an individual to apply along with others for an 
appointment to a board. Furthermore, it would still 
be the prerogative of the council that after one term, 
if they prefer not to reappoint an individual for 
any number of reasons, they would retain that op¬ 
tion.” 

He believes that a term limitation will improve 
the composition of the membership “and allay any 
possibility of ill-feelings and ingratitude to those 
who have worked hard in their respective offices.

week of July 16. Concrete form work for planters, 
curbs and a new entrance cut from Mariposa is to 
follow. 

The project is a joint public/private venture 
facilitated by property owners participation agree¬ 
ments (OPAs) with the city. Conditions in the 
OPAs permit the city to use private property sites 
for public parking for a term of 10 years. In return, 
the city through the Community Redevelopment 
Agency agreed to improve the site in accordance 
with a concept development plan previously agreed 
upon. 

The total project includes the North and South 
Baldwin parking lots as well as the combined Mari¬ 
posa lots. An estimated $650,000 in CRA and Sierra 
Madre Finance Authority monies are funding the 
improvement.

The Parks and Recreation Commission 
will not meet July 16 because of a lack of 
quorum. 

The next regular meeting will be Aug. 20. 


Lighting and landscaping maintenance cost 
over the 10-year period will be spread among 89 
property owners in the city’s Parking District No. 1. 

Responding to questions, McRea suggested that 
“Questions of parking time limits and lot use will 
probably be best handled by City Council’s creation 
of a parking committee under the direction of the 
existing parking commission. 

“An asphalt overlay will be put down on the sur¬ 
face area between the backs of the buildings and 
the north edge of the parkiiig lot. Discussion 
continues with property and business owners about 
improvements to the back of their buildings. A ma¬ 
jor purpose of this project is not to increase parking, 
but to make the existing parking more attractive 
and accessible for use by shoppers and downtown 
employees,” McRea commented. 


Some early to mid-morning congestion on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. may occur when access to store rear 
entrances is not available to delivery trucks during 
the next two weeks. McRea explained that a job 
foreman and superintendent will be on site, and that 
project coordinator Steve Jones and Main Street 
project manager, Ron Hutson, will work with busi¬ 
ness owners to solve problems. 

To maximize access to and use of available 
off-street parking during Phase II construction, 
McRea stated the city will work with Main Street 
to provide Dial-A-Ride shuttle service for merchants, 
employees or interested individuals.

structions near each phone can reduce this con¬ 
sumer irritation. 

After four or five rings many callers will 
consider hanging up. See that the phone is 
answered promptly. If the store is long and 
deep, consider locating an extension m the back. 
First impressions are always important, and 
this is especially true during telephone contact. 
Be sure your voice is friendly and upbeat. 
Even the toughest customer will respond favor¬ 
ably to a cordial and professional person on the 
other end of the line. A simple trick is to put on 
a smile before picking up the receiver. 

It may take longer for customers to explain 
what they need on the phone than in person. 
Be patient. Ask questions until you are sure 
you know what they want. Keep your inquiries 
simple and avoid using store or product jar¬ 
gon that will further confuse or irrimte the caller. 

One guideline is so simple it’s often over¬ 
looked; use the caller’s name. If they don’t 
offer their name and you don’t recognize the 
voice, ask and write it down. People appreciate 
hearing their name, it makes the conversation 
more personal. 

Many callers are shopping by phone. They 


are looking for price information among 
other things. Don’t quote a price until you re 
sure you know exactly what the customer needs_ 

If it is a service call, you may want to give boi 
the minimum and maximum prices, or the aver 
age cost for the service to be performed. 

Sometimes referring the caller to one ot 
your competitors is the best answer. You may 
lose that sale, but they won’t forget you were 
really concerned about helping them. That kind 
of service is something customers don’t forget. 
They will tell their friends and neighbors. 

Keeping a simple log of caller 
names, what they were looking for and how 
they heard about you will help you evaluate 
the results of your various advertising expendi¬ 
tures. 

Always close with a sincere thank you re¬ 
gardless of whether you’ve made a sale. Leaving 
a good impression helps ensure that the caller 
will consider you the next time he or she has 
a need for your service or product.

Back in 1960 there was 
an unpretentious little 
B&W movie with a 
script by Charles Griffeth 
called “Little Shop of 
Horrors” which got 
considerable critical 
acclaim for its darkly 
humorous story about a 
plant that ate fresh 
blood. 

In the late 1970s, 
two gentlemen named 
Howard Ashman and 
Alan Menken made 
the story into a small 
musical which caught 
on, as sometimes hap¬ 
pens, and ran for years 
in LA and elsewhere. 

Then in 1986 it be¬ 
came a popular movie, 
directed by Frank Oz, 
master puppeteer. 
The movie was a lot of 
satiric fun, and 
the plant, as you can 
imagine, developed a 
great deal of person¬ 
ality. 

It so happens that 
1 never saw the stage 


version, and it was with 
real anticipation that 
1 went to the West 
Covina Playhouse to 
sec their production. 
How could any little 
theater group compete 
with Frank Oz? 

I’m happy to say 
that my faith in live thea¬ 
ter as opposed to filmed 
theater remains un¬ 
impaired. On the stage 
the story is more com¬ 
pact, and somehow 
more believable (?) be¬ 
cause everything else 
has to be “let’s pre¬ 
tend” too, and the 
original ending seems 
more appropriate than 
the one the movie used. 

In other words, the 
West Covina Play¬ 
house is a find, and 
their production of 
“Little Shop of 
Horrors” is extreme¬ 
ly well done. For one 
thing it has a nearly 
perfect cast. Kelly 
Younger has just the right

mixture of innocence 
and confusion about his 
uncomfortable dis¬ 
covery, Kay Peterson 
could hardly be bettered 
as the pretty little waif 
who stays with a ghastly 
boyfriend because 
she has no one else and 
dreams of being “some¬ 
where that’s green,” 
Dane Christopher is 
an absolute knock-out 
as the sadistic dentist 
she dates, playing 
him as a sort of Elvis- 
gone-mad. 

Less spectacular but 
equally con¬ 

vincing is Gary Ash as 
the self-centered Mush- 
nik in whose bankrupt 


flower shop the story 
begins, and Rawl Camp¬ 
bell, Marianne Lewis 
and Barbara Roberts 
do a fine job as the 
trio who form a dramatic 
chorus for the story, 
explaining, sympa¬ 
thizing and forecasting 
as they cover the 
changes of scene. Then, 
of course, there’s Kenny 
Sherwood as the plant, 
looking amusingly like 
something from a first 
grade pageant as he raps 
his leaves and shouts 
“Feed me!’’ 

It’s a tricky show to 
fit on a small stage, 
shifting from skid row to 
television studios to the 


flower shop, but Sandra 
Roberts, who teaches 
drama at Bishop Amat 
High School, proves 
she knows her stuff 
and everything moves 
quickly and unobtru¬ 
sively. 

One tiny drawback: 
the show is full of clever 
and sometimes essential 
lyrics, and while 
the performers’ diction 
seems entirely adaquate 
when they sing alone, 
group numbers get a 
bit garbled. I’m 
guessing it is an accous- 
tical problem, common 
in small theaters, and 1 
would suggest sitting 
in the middle, since side 
seats often pick up con¬ 
fusing echoes. 

“Little Shop of 
Horrors” runs 
through July 29 on 
Friday and Saturday at 
8 and on Sunday at 2, 
at 911 W. Covina Park¬ 
way, West Covina.

While most children 
were outdoors roller ska¬ 
ting or spending playtime 
together after school 
or during summer, Linda 
Zoolalian was indoors 
practicing piano.

“If we were 
to clear out mayor-appointed committees every year, 
the coordination would not continue as efficiently as 
it does now.’’ Several small committees in Sierra 
Madre do their work so well that they more or less 
take care of their own purging. 

Now it’s up to the council to decide whether 
or not to go along with Bartolai’s suggestion.

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Rodeffer Reclamation plan approved 
for Lower Azusa quarry site

Baylon expands services 
of local drapery business 


In compliance with the 
Surface Mining and Re¬ 
clamation Act, Rodeffer 
Investments of Fountain 
Valley filed a recla¬ 
mation plan for a sand 
and gravel quarry it has 
operated on Lower 
Azusa Road and the San 
Gabriel River Freeway 
(605) since 1967. Over 
the objections voiced by 
nine individuals who 
spoke at last week’s 
Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil meeting, the plan 
was approved 4-0, with 
Councilman Charles 
Gilb absent. 

In approving the plan 
it was pointed out that 
Rodeffer was abiding 
by the law and that what 
had been approved was a 
plan, not a permit to do 
anything specific with 
the 85-acre property 
which is abutted by 
quarrying operations to 


the north, a flood control 
channel and freeway to 
the east, vacant indus¬ 
trial land and Lower 
Azusa Road to the south 
and a horse trail and El 
Monte homes to the west. 

Most of the objection 
to the plan had to do with 
traffic, water contamina¬ 
tion, health and safety 
and environmental im¬ 
pact. Even interference 
with migratory wildlife 
was mentioned as a con¬ 
cern. 

However, before Ro¬ 
deffer would actually do 
anything in the way 
of a landfill, a con¬ 
ditional use request 
would have to be ap¬ 
proved by the 
City Council. Before 
that was done any envi¬ 
ronmental issues, includ¬ 
ing public health, welfare 
and safety, would be re¬ 
solved, explained Coun¬ 
cilman Robert Harbicht. 


Harbicht also said that 
the objections voiced 
were irrelevant to the 
issue before the 
council. He explained 
that the law prevents 
miners from walking 
away from such pits as 
the 160 foot deep hole 
at the Rodeffer site 
and requires repair of the 
land. 

Rodeffer’s reclamation 
plan is to restore the 
site to an essentially 
level condition by back¬ 
filling with suitable inert 
solid materials pursuant 
to all city, county, 
state and Federal re¬ 
quirements and to utilize 
the lands after reclama¬ 
tion for light industrial 
use developed com¬ 
patible with surrounding 
residential uses and 
accommodating the 
extension of existing 
equestrial trails.

Park said he felt hon¬ 
ored to be one of the only 
two Californians selected 
as academic Presi¬ 
dential Scholars and 
was impressed with 
how many of the honor- 
ees were going to the most 
prestigious universities. 
Twenty-six are going 
to Harvard, and six are 
going to Massachusetts 
Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, where Park 
will be headed the end 
of August. 

Meanwhile he is work¬ 
ing as a research in¬ 
tern in the department 
of radiation oncology 
at the City of Hope, 
and he is playing 
the cello with the Pasa¬ 
dena Summer Youth 
Chamber Orchestra.
